“THE DRESS QUESTION IN JAPAN.

“Writing on the sabjeot of dross roform, the 
Nichi Nichi Shimbun says:—The reform in 
Japanese dress, which hag for its object the 
— abandonment of the native and tho adoption of, 
- the Western costums throughout the country, is 
no new movement, but has boon .before the 
nation for some years, tlappily it was not 
allowed to dio out, for the examplo was eet by 
His Imperial Majesty the Emperor and followed: 
extensively by the official class, and it has be- 
come common to see ladies and gentfomen in 
the capitol habited in foroign droas. But tho 
woaring of the new costume has beon confined 
almost entirely to the highsr classes of aociaty, 
nothing at all partsking .of the nature of 4 
gouers! adoption of Europenn dresi having 
takon place. Underthese circumstances it is that 


“Mr. Trokawa Sei-ichi has laid before the publio 


his Pukusui Katkaku Shigi,—orprivate views on 
the dregs reforme=and asked us to state our 
opinions as to his proposals. Inita sntirety, his 
argument agrees with the view that we have 
long: entertained, and wo ara therefore pleased to 
publish bis troatise and to callto it the attention 
of our readors. It isa matter of common kuow- 
ledge, gained. by experience, that the Japaness 
costume ofthe-present day is suited only to 
jerson of sedentary habits, and: is correspond- 
ingly unfitted for a people who require to mova 
abont and engage in physical exertion of any 
kind.

On the 
2nd inst. Mr. W. K. Crowe, the Government 
Annlyst, gave evitlence us tu the result of the 
anulysis. From a portion of iho water taken from 
the atone bottle he obtained sv alkaloidal oxtraal; 
and from: part of the liquid in the bottle found on 
the prisoner he also obtained gu alkaloidulertract. 
In tha former sample thers was solid matter in 
the proportion of 16 grains to the gallon, aud in 
the latter 223 jreains. In the process of extrace 
tion from the contents of tho swaall bottle no ao- 
eidont oecurrad whieh, hi ‘believed, might have 
destroyed any alkaluid of atropine which might 
hove been prescut. Ho dnd, however, forwarded 
both extracts to the Colonial Surgeon, as the 
case had been so long romanded, but he could, if 
necossary, wake a further axalysis as be had not 
used all tho contents of thu bottle.
